Ag the biggest little girl in all
the world, Shirley Temple has
rated as the greatest box office
attraction for three consecutive
years. She turned.down an ap-
pearance at King George's Cor-
onation, at the Texas Centennial
and numerous other places where
fees as high as $17,500 for a
single appearance had been of-
fered. She turned these down to
come to Pasadena free. This is
how high in, public esteem the
non-Commercial Tournament of
Roses parade rates.

Behind the scenes of' Miss
Temple's acceptance of the grand
marshal's role is an interesting
contract with the Tournament of
Roges Assoclation to protect the
child star's health and personal
safety.

In case of rain, Miss Temple
must be protected from the ele-
ments. To place her in a closed
car would deprive many from a
full view of her smiling face, so
Tournament officials have pre-
pared a transparent awning
which on a moment’s notice can
be stretched over the grand mar-
shal's float. This will shed the
rain but will not obstruct the
view of spectators.

60 Gorgeous Floats

Wherever Shirley goes the
autograph hunters are sure to
follow. To protect her from this
direction, Sheriff Bugene Bis-
cailuz and his mounted squad of
officers will ride in formation a
few paces to the rear of Shirley's
conveyance,

The parade will be unusual in
other respects for the 60 com-
munities and organizations out-
side the City of Pasadena who
have entered floats are making
them more gorgeous than ever in
tribute to the Golden Annivers-
ary occasion.
